the wines of their neighbors, either for 
distillation or blending before disposing 
of them finally to their cuatoinera. 


The epecial agents of the internal reve- 


nue department have been canvassing 
among the wineries and examining the 
books oLthe wineninkers to aueeitain to 
what extent this practice hae been car* 
riud on, and in a number of luetaucua 
they have been collecting internal ruve- 
nuu taxes from those wine nwkera na 
wholesale liquor dealers and collecting 
back taxes oven for a period of four or 
live years. Tho internal revenue tax 
for wholesale liquor dealers ia if 100 per 
annum, while wine ninkera who sell 
their own products only are exempt 
from this tax. Tho revenue authorities 
claim that if any wine maker buys wine 
from his neighbor and blends it with hia 
own production, afterwards Belling the 
blend or oven if hedifltills what he buys, 
afterwards selling tho brandy, ho is lia- 
ble for the wholesale tax. 


The revenue authorities hav? hitherto 


said nothing about the matter except 
that they intend to collect wholesale 
liquor dealer's taxes from every wine 
maker they can thul who has bought 
any of hia neighbor's winea during the 
period ol the last live years. The whole 
point seems to hingo on the question; 
At what point is wine completed 
in ita production? The revenue author- 
ities claim that it IB completed the min- 
ute the fermentation IB over; the wine 
makers, that the operation of wine 
making is completed as soon aa the wine 
isin lit condition to be placed upon the 
market. 
Some interesting developments are 


expected in the course of a few daya, 
when tne examination of the books of 
the wineries of Sonoma and San .Tonqum 
counties is begun. 


SAILORS WILL 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—The excite- 


ment of the Cuban debate gave way to 
Mr, Uwkrell today, his elaborate epcech 
occupying .our lioura, on the financial 
queetion.

Brothers coat the county. The cost, afl 
figured by Superior Letcher, ia (108,- 
497 already paid, and suit pending by 
Smilie against the county for a balance, 
which will, if paid, bring the total to 
9114,971. 


The Board of Supervisors yuaterday 


received a written opinion from the dis- 
trict attorney^ ofllce in regard to the 
application ol George Edwards for the 
refunding to him of a portion of the 
county license he had paid for a saloon 
in Chinatown which the city authorities 
had closed. The opinion was written by 
Deputy District Attorney Williams. 


The substance of the opinion is that a 


license to sell liquor is not a contract nor 
a right of property, but a permit only. 
It is regulated by law, and the regula- 
tion is not unreasonable. The city coun- 
cil had a right to annex the condition 
that the applicant for the license should 
conduct his business in a way not to en- 
danger the welfare of the public. The 
money paid for the license IB not a de- 
posit. It goea into the county fund. A 
person whose license is legally revoked 
for failure to comply with the conditions 
and terms on wbich the license was is- 
sued, has no 'right to a return of any 
part of the money paid tor his license. 
The board is advised not to refund to 
Mr. Edwards any of the money paid by 
him for the license. 


A committee of citizens from Easton 


and the country to the west of that 
place waited on the supervisors with a 
petition numerously signed a9king that 
the supervisors help the people there 
Qght the rabbit peat. T. 0. White and 
W. F. Rowell spoke in support of the 
petition. They wanted the supervisors 
to appropriate enough money to buy 
four miles of fence for wings to corrals. 
The cost would be about $300. It was 
stated that rabbits are now more numer- 
ous than ever before, and it has become 
absolutely necessary to fight them on a 
large scale or they will not only eat the 
growing grain, but will invade the col* 
onies and do great damage to the or- 
chards and vineyards.

lace by that time. Mr. Rowell thought-. 
, would be possible, if the drive is 
properly managed, to kill 30,000 or 40,- 
000 rabbits. 


The supervisors postponed action on 


the petition till this morning. If the 
weather ponnits,-the drive will he held 
next Saturday whether the supervisors 
buy the fence or not, but with the fence 
it is believed a great many more rabbits 
can he killed.

The purest grades of parie green, bow- 
er, flhow slight variations from the 
oportions given above, but when used 
an insecticide for the codlin moth, 
ould contain at least 60 per cent of 
inbined araenious acid; and fruit 
owere who are in doubt ae to its pur- 
y and quality should have the same 
ited by sending samples to Profeeaor 
ilgard at Berkeley. 
In the paat two years enormous quan- 
les of parts green have been sold to 
owere, much of which was of very in- 
rior quality. The results were equally 
poor, and many growers bavo thus 
come prejudiced against its uee. Satn- 
ea of paria j^reen have been examined, 
th astonishing reaulta. Several aam- 
oa, although of nearly the same shade 
color as the pure parie green, were 
und to be a mixture of Prussian blue

chrome yellow, clay and chalk.

In traveling about the state I 
ave always found people spraying 
hen there was no occasion for it, aa 
IQ fruit had grown to auch size as to 
ender spraying of no avail; others 
iraycd too FOOD, before the petals had 
illen, and before the moth had de- 
osited her eggs. Spraying for the cod- 
ii moth, to insure the best reaulta. 
juet bo douo ut tho proper time, and if 
ot thoroughly done is a waste of time 
nd material. Those thut spray at tlm 
roper time, nnd with the greatest 
lorouglmesB, are the onea whose fruit 
ommandB the heat prices and is much 
ouiilit after. To spray for the codlin 
moth only once means that you will 


ave a large per cent of wormy fruit, 
nd a larger per cent if sprayed at the 
crone time. For instance, what good 
would spraying be if done after tho ap- 
>les or pears have attained the S.KQ of a 
ralnut, when by this time the worm if 
ir into the fruit and beyond reach ol 
lie poison? Also, suppose one spray 
ng was done at tho proper time ant 
hen the work abandoned, allowing the 
nrtth to deposit her eggs, and tho little 
worm to enter the fruit the second or 
hird week, when tho strength of the 
lolflon has become diffused and no 
anger effective? 
The codlin moth In some sections i 
idely distributed, and spraying to save 
he apple and pear crops bus become a 
necessity; in other words it Insures tho

ruggiets. There id no trouble in goi- 
ng a practically pure article if orchard- 
ta are willing to pay the above prices; 
ut it may as well be understood that 
ie stuff offend at 12 to 15 cents per 
ound is not a profitable paris green to 
uy, for the reason that it doea not con- 
aiii sullici«nt poieon to do the work re- 
uired. It is a waste of tlinMnd money 
> ueo this cheap material In spraying 
uit trees. 
The fruit growers in western New 
ork habitually use about one pound of 
me and one pound of paria green to 
W gallons of water. The lime prevents 
burning" of the leaves. Mr. Over- 
cker uses wheat flour in his parie green 
iixtures, and finds it very effective.
